Chinese be compelled to take out licenses, 
the compulsion must be madé universal.” It 
were little better than a mere waste of time for 
us/to undertake the task of showing how . unfair 
it is to impose such restrictions upon Colonial 
Governors. Circumstances alter cases ; and 
what might be good policy in one colony might 
be very bad policy in another. Hence the propri- 
ety of leaving all such cases to, be treated by the 
Colonial Governments, as citcumstances may 
dictate. The doctrine of ‘no tlass legislation” 
—treating all alike, without respect to color, 
creed or origin, is very pretty as an abstract the- 
ory ; bat it will not always: stand the test. 
Look at the case of this colony, for instance. 
We have a \population of abgut-ten thousand 
Europeans and six thousand Chinese. To say 
that the same legislation is equally adapted to 
these two classes, falls equally, justly upon both, 
is simply nonsense. The revenue is raised chief- 
ly from an import duty upon what is consumed. 
The Chinaman consumes a sixpence worth of rice 
pet diem, boiled in a sixpenny tin pot, and eaten 
with chop-sticks which have paid noduty. The 
European lives upon bread and bacon and beans 
and sugar and tea and syrup and batter, and 
drinks his wine and smokes his Cigar, at the aver- 
age rate of eight shillings a day. There is, per- 
haps, a similar disproportion inthe consumption 
of clothing. Thus it will be seén that the Euro- 
pean is contributing eight shillipgs towards the 
revenue of the country for every sixpence that 
the Chinaman contributes ! We will, perhaps, 
be told that some of the Chinesé live well. True. 
Some do live at the rate of one ‘or two dollars a 
day ; but it is equally true that some Europeans 
spend ten and fifteen dollars a day; and we 
Opine these form as rare an exception in the for- 
mer class as in the latter. But there is another 
point in respect of which our laws fall equally 
unfairly upon these two classes. Miners of Euro- 
pean origin—we use the term European general- 
ly in contradistinction to Asiatic—as a rule take out 
a mining license every year, thereby contributing 
in this way one pound per head per annum to- 
wards the general revenue, Chinese, as a rule, 
do not take out a license, and consequently evade 
this tax, although constantly ahd successfillly 
engaged in taking out gold. | The ery about 
class legislation is mere-empty bunkum. The 
“population is composed of twh classes, essen- 
tially different in their habits and destina- 
tion. God' bas made them to differ, and all 
the moralizing of Excter Hall or the dictam of 
Downing street will not harmonize them. The 
same laws are not applicable tu | both, and why 
should we be hindered from legislating for each ? 
Other colonies have been permitted to exact a 
special tax from that class of miners ; aod why 
should a similar right be denied to British Col- 
umbia? In South Australia there. are 80,000 
Chinese, from whom ‘the Government collects 
| ® special tax of thirty shillings a head, thus rais- 
ing annually the handsome sum of £120,000 
from that source alone. And we are assured 
that the tax is paid without a mhurmur, as tax- 
paying goes. Why should oar six thousand 
Chinese in this colony be allowed to get off al- 
‘| most scot-free. when the . small and straggling 
white population is ground to the very earth by
